Roger Keith, executive director of the Red Cross 
in Pasadena and a Sierra Madre resident, works 
with disaster victims often and he said, “The 
frustration of what to do next is normal for this 
type of disaster. Earthquakes take longer to gather 
all the data because the damage often is not visible. 
We haven’t seen any flattened buildings. With fires, 
floods, tornados and hurricanes, damage is so 
evident.” 

Keith outlined specifically what Sierra Madreans 
and other foothill earthquake survivors should do 
immediately. “People must come forward because 
it’s the amount of dollars reported that depends 
on coverage given. That information reflects on 
the economic impact. This information needs to get 
to the State Office of Emergency Services (OES) 
so they will ask for a presidential declaration for 
reimbursement. Until Gov. Wilson has enough 
infc'mation to ?sk for a -"-esidentia! declaration, 
we wait. Federal Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA) came in and was here with the state to 
determine assessment last week. The Small Business 
Administration was also here; however, the big 
hangup is that the Governor is waiting for 
additional information from OES to make the 
decision about whether to request SBA to come 
in.” 

Keith said, “The most important factor is 
photographs. Take pictures of all your damage. 
Then contact your insurance company to see 
if you are covered. Third, go to your lending 
agency, a bank or savings and loan, to request 
help. If none is available, get that information

in writing. You must give that to the state for 
a request for aid.” 

Keith continued, “If the SBA comes in, going 
to a lending association is not necessary. However, 
that’s why it’s so very important that all the damage

Who pays for Fourth activities?

Who pays for the Fourth of July? 

Many area people seem to think that the Fourth of 
July Parade is organized and paid for by the City of 
Sierra Madre. Nothing could be further from the 
truth. The parade, and the activities in Memorial 
Park before and after the parade, are organized 
and paid for by the Sierra Madre Fourth of July 
Committee. 

The committee, chaired by Doug Hayes, consists 
of about a dozen local volunteers who donate 
hundreds of hours of their time to plan and 
orchestrate the Fourth of July holiday in Sierra 
Madre. It takes lots of hard work and thousands of 
dollars to put on a Fourth of July Celebration 
such as the one we had last Thursday. 

Other local organizations help out too, both 
financially and with manpower. The Main Street 
Chamber of Commerce sponsors the beet garden 
and the musical entertainment on the evening of 
July 3. They pay for the band and the beer truck; 
their beer sales are what pay for these rather 

substantial expenses. 

The parade is organized by the Fourth of July 
Committee, as is the great entertainment in Memorial 
Park that follows the parade. Did you enjoy the 
Crown City Chorus barbershop singers? Did you tap 
your toes to the fantastic Dixieland music played by

the Monrovia Old Style Band and the Yankee 
Wailers Dixieland Band? We certainly hope so, 
because it costs the Fourth of July Committee 
thousands of dollars to present entertainment of 
this caliber! (Professional musicians don’t play for 
free.) Even the "porta-potties” are paid for by the 
committee. It costs over $1000 to rent these essential 
conveniences. 

Where does the committee get its funding? 
From you. The sale of the “Official Fourth of 
July T-shirt” is what produces a major part of the 
committee’s income. Other money comes from the 
various food booths in Memorial Park on the 
4th. They contribute a percentage of their profits to 
the committee to help pay for all the festivities. 

The Fourth of July Committee, with other local 
organizations, is the sole sponsor of the Fourth of 
July celebration. We get no money from the city, 
nor from any big corporations or sponsors. All of 
our funding comes from citizens who enjoy the 
celebration and support it by buying a T-shirt, a 
parade video, a hamburger, a beer, or a slice of 
pizza. 

The Fourth of July Committee thanks all citizens 
and organizations who support us; we sincerely 
hope you’ll continue your support so we can continue 
the fun on the Fourth in the years to come!

God moved mountains so the Governor 
would declare Sierra Madre and its foothill 
neighbors disaster areas following the 
earthquake. He brought enough aftershocks, 
including the one Saturday, to remind us that 
we are mere mortals and to tell the Governor 
that he did the right thing. Now we need no 
more mountain-movers, please. Ed. 

1, PETE WILSON, Governor of the State 
of California, find that conditions of extreme 
peril to the safety of persons and property 
exist within the County of Los Angeles, State 
of California, as a result of an earthquake 
which occurred on June 28, 1991, and continuing 
aftershocks. Upon the request of the Chief 
Administrative Officer, County of Los Angeles, 
and because the magnitude of this disaster 
exceeds the capabilities of the services, 
personnel, and facilities of the county, I 
therefore proclaim the existence of a State of 
Emergency and hereby implement the California 
Emergency Plan in the County of Los Angeles. 

Pursuant to this proclamation, I hereby 
direct all agencies of state government to utilize 
and employ state personnel, equipment and 
facilities for the performance of any and all 
activities to alleviate this emergency and, 
furthermore, direct the implementation of state 
disaster assistance programs in accordance 
with state law. 

1 FURTHER DRAFT that as soon hereafter 
as possible, this proclamation be filed in the 
Office of the Secretary of State and that 
widespread publicity and notice be given to this 
proclamation. 

IN WITNESS THEREOF I have hereunto 
set my hand and caused the Great Seal of the 
State of California to be affixed this 5th day of 
July 1991.

She was just trying to tell them 
that there was an earthquake coming. 

Maybe they could rent her out to 
Caltech...after all, the animals in China 
supposedly tell their owners by their actions 
when a quake is on its way. 

• Malcolm Wain is pretty impressed 
with our police force. Without actually 
calling them, they were at his home in 

45 seconds, six of them wandering around 
his home with flashlights poised. 

What could happen to cause this 
action? 

Malcolm returned the evening of July 4 
from the East Coast where his family is 
ensconced for three months at their summer 
home. He opened the door of their home 
and punched the security system buttom to 
shut off the signaling alarm.

Sierra Madre has always had many worthy 
and hard-working clubs and organizations. 
Looking back over the years I have been 
here I would have to say the one that stands 
out most in my mind is our fabulous Volunteer 
Fire Department. 

I remember attending a City Council 
meeting late in the year 1964. Fire Chief 
Charles Brown appeared before the Council to 
make a report on the activities of the 
Department over the past year. 

The sad thing a^ut this report was that 
the local Volunteers were down in membership 
to seven men, which according to Chief Brown 
was approaching a dangerous level. He was 
asking advice and recommendations on how 
he might go about bringing the membership 
up to 20 which was the number required by 
City Ordinance. 

The City Council had very little to suggest 
except to call upon me to use the Sierra Madre 
News to give aU possible coverage in an 
attempt to secure volunteers to bring the 
department up to code. The ordinance governing 
the Fire Department plainly stated that to 
become a member of the Sierra Madre Volun¬ 
teers one must live or work within the city 
limits. 

After the meeting was adjourned I contacted 
Chief Brown and suggested that each week for 
the next several weeks we introduce, to the 
public, each member of the department along 
with his picture. The idea was to tell the 
story of each member and at the same time 
notify the public that openings existed. So that 


I could come into the Department and observe 
their activity, 1 suggested to Chief Brown 
and the membership that they vote hie as a 
Reserve Fire Fighter. I had served as a volunteer 
Fire fighter for some 12 and a hall^ vears 
in two other cities and would know what I 
was doing should I be called upon tO| assist 
in a fire call. i 

Chief Brown accepted my proposal aftd we 
went to work on it immediately. Some six 
weeks the department was flooded -with 
applications and as they were accepted \ and 
initiated into the department, they were ,put 
into training by the membership. 

The answer by the public was so great that 
it was found that several of the applicants 
were from out-of-town or on the edge of ■town 
and were not eligible for membership. It ^as at 
this point the Chief Brown and the membership 
voted to create a Reserve Unit. Permission 
was granted by the City Council that a Reserve 
Unit of 10 men would be allowed. This quota 
was soon filled and full training was developed 
through the men already members. Although 
I have not been subjected to Fire Department 
business over the past 10 years, I believe 
that the membership and Reserves have fairly 
well kept at the figures mentioned above. 

I had completed my job, but the Department 
voted to make me a permanent Regular Fire 
Fighter and this 1 proudly accepted and 
remained as such until my retirement in 1980. 
I had reached the age of 65 and this was the 
time in life that the State of California said 
all fire fighters became feeble overnight.

Out and About

I think the state of California is considering 
paying my wife and me to stay home when we 
have a vacation. A few years ago, we took a 
trip to New Mexico, and the San Francisco/ 
Oakland quake struck...this year we went to 
Oregon and the Sierra Madre fault decides 
to act up. 

We first heard of trouble when we got a call 
in Sun River, Ore. The man who owned 
th home we were staying in alerted us, saying 
Sierra Madre had just been struck by a 
6.8 magnitude quake. It got our attention. 
By the time we got through to friends in 
town, we learned it was a 6.0, and there was 
quite a bit of damage. 

It’s a strange feeling sitting in a living room 
900 miles away, and watching news coverage of 
a disaster that strikes your home town. We 
learned of the tragic death of the girl at 
Santa Anita. We saw vivid shots of damage to 
the old town hall, our beautiful churches, 
a home on Sunnyside, dozens of fireplaces 
down, windows blown out...and then the 
heart breaker. They showed a home I barely 
recognized as that belonging to the Allors’, and 
the impact of what occurred had personal 
meaning. It is one thing to generally get a 
"feel” for what happened, but when Rick’s 


home filled the screen, our hearts got real 
heavy. * 

We arrived home on July 7th. I had a mind 
set of where 1 would see significant damage 
and where I would not. I was surprised. The 
damage to the new homes in the Jameson 
tract, fireplaces down and roof tiles by the 
dozens missing, makes one wonder. Sounds 
like the attorneys will be busy. 

Certain walls I have always thought 
dangerous in town came through with no 
problem. One thing the quake did underscore 
was the fact that fireplaces (old fireplaces) 
must have steel reinforcement. If they don’t 
they should be destroyed and rebuilt before 
they cause injury or death in future quakes. 
And it seems that businesses that are not 
taking URM guidelines seriously are playing 
Russian roulette with our lives. 

Most of us came through it relatively 
intact. For those who didn’t I hope the town 
spirit of self-help, for which we are known, 
will again come to the rescue. A big plus 
was Governor Wilson giving the nod for 
low-cost loans. A plus-plus 'would be to see 
them come without miles of bureacuratic 
red tape. The rest, as always, is up to us. 
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Merchants warned

The haze or cloud above the White House 
on a real $20 bill does not appear on 
the counterfeit bill. 

Again, everyone in the community is 
urged to examine all $20 bills with 
scrutiny. Just in case.

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City Council updates Community 
on earthquake assistance 


Two items removed' 
from the agenda at the 
Sierra Madre City Coun¬ 
cil meeting Tuesday 
evening shortened the 
time considerably. 
Councilmembers pulled 
the rate increase request 
for Western Waste In¬ 
dustries and asked that 
the municipal budget not 
be passed that evening. 
An adjourned budget 
meeting is set for July 
18. 

Through Jim McRea, 
city administrator, they 
updated the community 
on earthquake informa¬ 
tion as follows: damage 
still stands at $12.5 
million in Sierra Madre; 


325 structures were 
damaged and two 
businesses remain 
uninhabitable. Twenty- 
two homes are unoc¬ 
cupied and must be 
demolished or substan¬ 
tially rebuilt. Three 
religious institutions are 
not occupied. 

Several residents com¬ 
plained that there were 
still not forms for them 
to use in determining the 
damage of their struc¬ 
tures and McRea ex¬ 
plained that these forms 
should come from 
governmental agencies. 

What to do with the 
debris? It is the owner’s 
responsibility to take 


bricks from fallen 
fireplaces down and it is 
also the owner’s respon¬ 
sibility to remove debris. 
Would it be possible to 
have another cleanup 
day such as the city has 
once a year? 

Mayor Pro Tern Gary 
Adams is concerned that 
all of the contractors 
working in Sierra Madre 
have business licenses 
and he asked that the 
Police Department check 
those licenses as they 
drive around town on 
their rounds. 

McRea agreed to put 
together a flyer with 
more information for

We thank God that, 
with one sad exception 
(Julie Nicoley), we all 
survived the Sierra Madre 
Earthquake. Our love, 
prayers, and sympathy 
go out to all who have 
lost homes and parts of 
homes and treasured 
possessions; and to our 
fellow Christians who 
have suffered even more 
damage than we have to 
their places of worship. 
How can we help? 


We are very thankful 
that, the Sierra Madre 
United Methodist 
Church and its related 

buildings made it 
through the June 28 ear¬ 
thquake with relatively 
minor damage. The 
historic Parish House was 
hardest-hit, losing its 
chimney and many roof 
tiles and suffering exten¬ 
sive stucco and plaster 
damage. A gas line ser¬ 
vicing the Hartzell 
Fellowship Hall rup¬ 
tured, but prompt 
shutoff of the gas at the 
meter averted disaster. I 
keep a gas valve wrench 
close at hand at the Par¬ 
sonage. 

Our 9:30 a.m. Sunday 
worship services and all 
other church functions 
are proceeding normally. 

The Board of Trustees 
has ordered a complete 
report by a structural 
engineer. Our prayers 
are with all who suffered 
earthquake losses. At 
home, we lost a large 
number of ceramic ob¬ 
jects from our collection, 
but they were just ob¬ 
jects. Sometimes you 
have to lose a material 


thing in order to realize 
. how spiritually well-off 
you are. Of course our 
deepest prayers go out to 
those families who lost a 
member from the actual 
earthquake or 

earthquake-related 
stress. I counsel all earth¬ 
quake survivors to be 
especially kind to 
themselves for a few 
weeks, and not to worry 
if one feels a little 
depressed for no ap¬ 
parent reason. It goes 
with the territory.

David Henry Hwang’s 
complex and ambiguous 
“M. Butterfly” was 
inspired by a newspaper 
account of the trial of 
a French diplomat for 
espionage. It was revealed 

that he had been involved 
for years in an affair 
with a Chinese actress 
who was gathering 
information for the 
Communists. Almost 
incredibly, he seems to 
have been unaware that 
the “actress” was, as is 
not unusual in Asian 
theater, a man. 

Starting with this 
bizaare news item, Hwang 
seems to have begun 
speculating on how such 
a thing could happen and 
“M. Butterfly” is the 
result. It is not in any 
way a documentary. It is 


a record of Hwang’s 
thoughts about the 
fantasies that wishful 
thinking can create. 

The title refers, of 

course, to Puccini’s 
opera, “Madam Butter¬ 
fly,” in which Pinkerton, 
an American Naval 
lieutenent stationed in 
Japan, acquires a very 
young giesha girl, Cho- 
Cho-San, as a “wife.” 
Cho-Cho-San is devoted 
to him and tries in every 
way to please him. 
Nevertheless, Pinkerton 
leaves her, ostensibly on 
duty, while she gives 
birth to his child and 
pines for him. When he 
finally returns, a few 
years later, he has come 
for the child, since he 
now has an American 
wife. Cho-Cho-San 
obligingly kills herself. 
The opera is a favorite, 
containing some of 
Puccini’s most beguiling 
music. 

It is Hwang’s thesis 
that this is stereotypical

of the attitude of 
Western men toward 
Eastern women and 
that Cho-Cho-San is a 
lovely tragic fantasy 
figure while Western 
men actually envy 
Pinkerton. And Eastern 

Women, in their contacts 
with Western men, have 
done their best to 
conform to the stereo¬ 
type. 

Song Liling, the 
Chinese mistress of the 
play, taunts Rene Galli- 
mard, the French diplo¬ 
mat, with this submissive, 
self-sacrificing image, 
and shows him the kind 
of theatrical role that 


appeals to a Chinese 
audience, that of a 
capable warrior-woman 
more than holding her 
own in her society. 

But there are wheels 
within wheels. The play 
suggests also that 
masculine fantasy extends 
to all women, and that 
rarely does a man wish 
to see what his feminine 
partner really wants or to 
analyze what she really 
is as long as she can 
willingly fulfill his fantasy. 
The culture clash is 
expanded into an allegory 
of the relationship bet¬ 
ween the sexes. 


“How can you be so 
convincing as a woman?” 
Song Liling is asked. 
“Because 1 know what 
a man thinks a woman 
is. I know because I am 
a man.” 

The play is ingeniously • 
constructed as a series 
of flashbacks in the fnind 
of Gallimard, who totters 
on the brink of madness 
in his prison cell, and 
an interesting reversal of 
roles is suggested. As 
Pinkerton exploited Cho- 
Cho-San, so Song Liling 
has exploited Gallimard. 

The production is 
beautifully staged with 
a long curving rang 
enfolding an area which 
shifts from scene to 
scene by the use of 
screens, and the audience 
is given lovely picturesque 
glimpses of both Japa¬ 
nese and Chinese theater. 

The production is 
directed by Stuart Ostrow, 
following the pattern of 
the original by John 
Dexter, since deceased. 


Philip Anglim, known 
on Broadway as the 
original “Elephant 
Man,” repeats his key 
role as Gallimard, and 
A. Mapa, who played 
Song Liling for a year on 
Broadway, shows that 
remarkable performance 
here. Alma Cuervo is 
Helga, a Swedish girl 
whose blatant frankness 
about sex threatens 
Gallimand’s fantasy,

is reported immediately.” 

The Red Cross principal said that the OES is 
now looking for a site at which it will set up for a 
Disaster Assistance Center in this foothill area. He 
knows that they are looking in Pasadena and the 
Monrovia/Arcadia area even though he has offered 
Sierra Madre School as a possible site. 

He punctuated the information, “The Red 
Cross is a one-stop center. You don’t need to go 
elsewhere.” 

Once that Disaster Assistance Center is opened, 
people will be able to go there, fill out papers to 
find out if they qualify for assistance. Then the 
state will ask: Have you gone to your bank or 
other lending association to request financial 
assistance? The state program will only kick in when 
people have been denied local assistance from 
private enterprise. 

The News asked what will happen to older 
people who are reticent to declare their damage 
for fear they will not be able to afford repair and 
he answered, “The easiest way is to ask a friend 
to come in and talk with the Red Cross. We will 
make a check call to make sure the older person 
knows that his/her friend is there to inquire about 
him then the Red Cross will send someone to talk 
with the older person. The Red Cross will counsel 
anyone.” 

He continued, “We know there’s help even if the 
SBA doesn’t help. The Red Cross can step in 
with additional assistance programs and work on a 
one-on-one basis. You must have patience because 
it takes between 30 and 40 days to work up a 


case for the Red Cross to determine if assistance 
is needed.” 

Keith said, “Anyone not knowing what to do 
should go directly to the Red Cross at Sierra 
Madre School, 141 W. Highland, between the hours 
of 10 a.m. and 7 p.m., currently seven days a 
week.” 

He said, “If anyone is unable to get into your 
home now, please contact the Red Cross and 
temporary shelter will be found. We have at least 
five families in hotels at the present. That’s our 
job. That’s what we’re here for. Use us. We’re 
available and ready to help.” 

Keith said, “1 suggest we flood the Governor’s 
office with calls, asking for Small Business 
Administration loans. The number is (916) 
445-2864. The fax number is (916) 445-4633.” 

Assemblyman Dick Mountjoy, who immediately 
began seeking aid for the earthquake victims, said 
Tuesday that with the Governor’s declaration 
the California Natural Disaster Assistance Program 
for Owner-Occupants and for Renters went into 
effect. 

“We are waiting to see if the Governer calls 
on the federal programs which will make it much 
easier on California. The most important factors 
are to document your losses, check with your own 
insurance company and to know that your property 
taxes will not rise because of the improvements 
you must make on your homes,” Peggy Mew, 
assistant to Mountjoy, said Tuesday.
